Voters at Town Meeting Tuesday blocked 
an effort by town officials to extend the sew 
er system to more than 1,000 houses in parts 
of South Andover 
During an hour-long discussion on the 
r of the meeting, proponents of the exten 
imed the new state Title V septic 
regulations are costly and actually 
endanger the environment through looser 
restrictions. Opponents argued that rebuild- 
Ing septic systems would be more economi 
cally feasible and better for the environment 
in the long run, and that betterments 
charged to residents in the effected areas 
would be inequitable and too costly for some. 

Article 33 would have appropriated $1.55 
million for studies and engineering plans to 
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sewer 60 streets with roughly 15 miles of 


sewer line. It needed a two-thirds vote and 
was rejected 221-213. 

One issue was that extending the sewer 
constituted a major change in town policy. 
Although there is a master sewer plan for 
doing so, the town has for the last 20 years 
had a policy of not extending the sewer 
except to handle emergencies, and those 
were usually for only a few homes or streets 
that were experiencing a major septic prob- 
lem. But this latest proposal targeted a large 
general area for sewering, and was support- 
ed by the Health Department, Public Works. 
planners, selectmen and the Finance Com- 
mittee. 

Another issue was that nobody knew for 
sure how much land that is currently diffi- 
cult to build on, because of poor drainage or 
a high water table, would be buildable with 
sewer. While most of the land in those neigh- 
borhoods affected is already developed, large 
tracts of undeveloped land along the trunk 
lines leading to them could be opened to 
development. Though several people asked 
how many new homes that might be, town 
officials did not have an answer. In response 
to planners concern in this regard, Bob 
McQuade, Public Works director, said that 
would be one of the first things determined 
in the planning Stages, and that the design 
would try to take a route that would mini- 
mize potential development.

HERE’S THE STORY ON THOSE 401(K) GICS 

If you have a 401(k) plan where you work, you've probably got 
several different funds in which to put your money. This may include 
an aggressive growth stock fund, a growth-and-income fund or a 
bond fund. You might also have an investment option with the 
Strange name of Guaranteed Investment Contract (GIC). 

What is a GIC? Essentially, it's a fixed-income investment, issued 
by an insurance company, that offers a stated interest rate and 
guaranteed principal. GICs have played a big part in many people's 
401(k)s. In fact, in recent years, more than 40 percent of the money 
in 401(k)s has gone to GICs when they are offered. But, at the same 
time, many financial advisors have recommended that their clients 
Stay away from GICs and invest instead in the higher-yielding stock 
and bond funds of their 401(k)s. Furthermore, the safety of GICs 
came into question a few years ago with the failure of two major GIC 
issuers, Executive Life and Mutual Benefit Life. 

So, if you've got some money in GICs, what should you do? Should 
you pull the plug and reallocate all your 401(k) assets into the 
available stock and bond funds? 

Not necessarily. In the first place, GICs really are quiet safe. Almost 
all GIC are issued by insurers who are very strong financially, 
according to major rating agencies such as Moody's and Standard & 
Poor's. And the Executive Life and Mutual Benefit Life situations 
were highly unusual cases; since GICs were first issued in the late 
1970s, less than 0.2% of GIC contracts have defaulted. 

Also, despite the experts’ warnings of pitiful returns, GICs actually 
earn a pretty decent yield. For the past several years, GICs have 
outperformed money market funds, sometimes by as much as three 
or four percentage points in a given year. And because GICs are part 
of a 401(k), the earnings are tax-deferred, which means they will 
grow faster than those found in a taxable investment. 

The new look: SVPs. Many 401 (k) plans now offer GICs as part of 
a stable-value pool (SVP). These SVPs are made up of many 
different vehicles, including GICs, bank investment contracts, 
Treasury securities, mortgage-backed investments and money 
market funds. 

Diversification is the key. The majority of 401(k) plans will give 
you only one stable-value choice: GIC, SVP or money-market mutual 
fund. How much should you allocate to this type of investment? 

The answer depends on your particular situation. In general, 
though, the more years you have to contribute to your 401(k), the 
more heavily weighted it should be toward stock funds, because 
Stocks have historically earned the highest rate of return. As you 
move Closer to retirement, you might want to put a higher percentage 
of your 401(k) money into more conservative choices, including GICs 
or SVPs.

Eisai Co. Ltd., a Japanese pharma- 
ceuticals developer and manufacturer, 
opened a new facility in West Andover 
last week where it will produce a drug 
to treat septic shock and other synthet- 
ics drugs.

Septic shock is an infection result- 
ing from trauma that causes a break- 
down of cell walls and the release of 
toxins into the body. About 40 percent 
of the 250,000 to 300,000 people who suf- 
fer septic shock each year in the United 
States die from it. There is currently 
no cure. Quantities of the new drug 
needed for the clinical trials required 
for Food and Drug Administration 
approval will be produced in the new 
facility.

as is all waste from chemical pro- 
cesses at the site. Only the bath- 
room facilities are channeled to 
the Greater Lawrence Sanitary 
District treatment plant.

“There’s practically no emis- 
sions to the ambient environ- 
ment,” Everett Penney, Andover 
health director, said at the dedi- 
cation ceremony last week.

impressed by the advanced tech- 
nology employed in new facility. 

“This is like dying and going 
to heaven for a pharmacist,” he 
said during a tour of the labora- 
tories. 

In his remarks at the ceremo- 
ny, Mr. Stapczynski pointed out 
that Eisai’s new employees join 
the roughly 9,000 employees who 
now work in the companies sur- 
rounding the River Road/Inter- 
state 93 intersection. There is 
approximately 4 million square 
feet of manufacturing, R&D and 
office space in that area now, and 


potential for another 3 million 
square feet to be developed in the 
future. There is potential for a 
total of 16,000 employees in the 
River Road area within the next 
few years. 

Mr. Stapezynski credited the 
late Andover selectman, state

Voters at Town Meeting 
changed the land use with the 
purpose of growing not vegeta- 


bles for this region, but compa- 


nies like Eisai, a human health- 
care company dedicated to pro- 
viding high-quality health-care 
products that contribute to the 
health and well-being of people 
around the world,” Mr. Stapezyn- 
ski said. 

At the end of his remarks, Mr. 
Stapcezynski presented Dr. Yuji 
Naito, chairman of Eisai Co. Ltd.. 
with a symbolic key to the town.

“In central Ohio, one of the 
most pressing threats to long- 
term sustainability is the rapid 
conversion of agricultural land 
to residential and industrial 
development,” Ms. Korfmacher 
said. “Between 1982 and 1992, 
17,000 acres of central Ohio farm- 
land were converted into urban 
areas.” 

Her research interests have 
involved programs based on citi- 
zen participation in ecosystem 
management, as well as how to 
incorporate science in environ- 
mental public policy processes. 

The award was presented in 
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March at the DeLange/Wood- 
lands Conference in Houston, 
Texas, which was organized 
by the Center for Global

Pike announces major construction plans 


rustees of the 
Pike School on 
Sunset Rock 


Road have an- 
nounced their intent 
to break ground in 
June for the first 
major construction 
at the school in more 
than a decade. 

The two-story 
structure will house 
nine classrooms for 
grades 3-5, a library/- 
media center, pre- 
kindergarten room, 
multi-purpose room 
and office/meeting 
facilities. 

The 18,600-square- 
foot building will be 
located in what is 
now a covered play 
area in front of Hard- 
ing Gymnasium. 

Construction will 
begin immediately 
after the close of 
Pike’s school year. 

The new building 
should be up and 
heavy construction 
equipment off-site by 
the opening of school 
in September. 

Interior work is 
Slated to be done dur- 
ing the fall and occu- 
pancy is scheduled 
for early in 1998.

ore than 400 friends, 
family members and 
fellow politicians bid 


farewell to former Andover 
selectman, state representa- 
tive and congressman Paul 
Cronin last Saturday, April 12, 
with humorous anecdotes, 
heartfelt memories and tears.

Teamsters local 25 and a fellow 
member of the Massport board 
of directors, called Mr. Cronin 
a “miracle maker.” He 
recounted how Mr. Cronin 
arranged for the two of them to 
g0 on Mr. Cashman’s dream 
trip, to Ireland to find his 
ancestors, and how Mr. Cronin 
Was always eager to help any- 
one in any way he could. Mr. 
Cashman recited an Irish Say- 
ing he found on the Internet: 
“Tis better to buy a small bou- 
quet and give it to your Sriend 
this very day, than to buy a 
bouquet of roses white and red, 
to lay on his casket after he’s 
dead.”’ 

“That’s what Paul did — help 
people out,” Mr. Cashman 
Said.

A 10-year-old pet Dalmatian died 
Monday afternoon in a two-alarm fire 
that destroyed a house at 53 Abbot St. 
The house belonged to Linda Cutter, 
life-long Andover resident and a local 
Re/Max Preferred real estate agent. 
She was not home when it started. 

Duncan Phyffe, the male Dalmatian, 
was probably asphyxiated as it slept in 
its usual spot, on a rug next to the bath- 
room on the first floor, according to 
Ms. Cutter and fire officials. 

“He always slept in there on the 
rug,” Ms. Cutter said. 

The radio that kept Duncan compa- 
ny in the bathroom was plugged into 
an extension cord that ran from a bed- 
room across the hall, and that cord is 
being blamed for starting the fire. 

Ms. Cutter was on the scene as fire- 
fighters battled flames that engulfed 
much of the house. She knew her dog 
was dead. “That’s all I cared about,” 
she said. “He was 10 but he was spry.” 

Ms. Cutter said she had been at the 
house about two hours earlier making 
phone calls. 

Walter Marcille, a physical educa- 
tion teacher at South School, reported 
the fire at about 1:30 p.m. Monday. He 
had driven by the house on the Way up 
town to the bank. On his way back to 
school about five or six minutes later, 
he saw what he first thought was blow- 
ing dust from a nearby construction 
site. He slowed down and saw smoke 
coming from the eaves of the house. 

“I went to the front door. I pounded 
on it as hard as I could and was kicking 
it. The door was hot,” he said. 

When the door didn’t give, he ran to 
a neighbor’s house and told a woman 
to call 911. “I asked her if anyone lived 
there and she said ‘yes,’ ” Mr. Marcille 
said. “I came back and I tried to get in 
the back door.” 

He pounded on the back door and it 
opened, but when he tried to enter, the 
smoke forced him back. 

“The smoke was too much. | 
couldn’t see anything. I hollered and 
hollered,” Mr. Marcille said. Then the 
neighbor came over and told him no 
one was at home and to get out. 


Deputy Fire Chief James Lynch was 
the first firefighter on the scene and 
said smoke was all through the house 
when he arrived. As soon as firefight- 
ers started breaking windows to vent 
the smoke, flames appeared. Firefight- 
ers at first knocked down the flames 
and entered the house, but when they 
opened up the walls to get at the fire 
the wood was “glowing red and we 
Knew the house was lost,” said the 
deputy. 

The house was built in 1831 with bal- 
loon construction — the inside of the 
walls are open from basement to attic. 
Once a fire gets started downstairs, 
there is nothing to stop it from going 
all the way to the roof, he said. 

When firefighters opened a hole in 
the roof to vent smoke from the attic, 
onlookers who had begun to gather 
watched as the fire below roared back 
to life and firefighters had to evacuate 


the building. At 2:13 the trucks outside 
blasted their horns, a signal for fire- 
fighters to get out. 

Firefighters then began what Dep. 

Lynch called an “exterior attack,” 
turning every hose on full and drench- 
ing the house. The fire was under con- 
trol a short time later, but firefighters 
were on the scene until 6 p.m. mopping 
up. 
The house was boarded up per 
orders from the building inspector. 
Deputy Lynch said it appeared the 
building was a total loss, but Ms. Cut- 
ter said Tuesday she was waiting to 
talk with her insurance adjuster before 
she made any decisions regarding the 
future of the property. The house is 
assessed at $117,900, with the total 
property value of $259,500. 

“T had insurance, I just don’t know 
what the coverage is,” Ms. Cutter said. 

Firefighters from Tewksbury, North 
Andover and Lawrence covered 
Andover’s fire station while all 
Andover apparatus responded. All 
available off-duty Andover firefighters 
were called in to fight the blaze. 


Recovering 

When firefighters were cleaning up 
they threw some of Ms. Cutter’s 
belongings outside on the ground. One 
tossed a handful of pictures, about five 
of which landed face up, all of Duncan, 
her dog. Ms. Cutter took it as a sign 
from heaven. 

“He was a lousy fire dog,” she said. 

She lost just about everything she 
owned in the fire, Ms. Cutter said. She 
has a hard time accepting help, she 
said, and praised several neighbors 
who offered it, but none more than 
Joan Cannon of 54 Abbot St. While Ms. 
Cutter watched firefighters work, Ms. 
Cannon went in her own house and 
pulled four dresses from her closet and 
gave them to Ms. Cutter, saying simply 
‘I hope they fit.’ ” 

“That was the most impressive 
thing,” Ms. Cutter said. She lost an 
entire new spring wardrobe she had 
recently purchased. “Everything is 
gone. I was a good shopper.” 

Another neighbor went home and 
cooked her a hamburger with onions 
and brought it back for Ms. Cutter to 
eat while firefighters finished up. 

As terrible as her loss has been, Ms. 
Cutter was able to joke with friends 
and neighbors as the fire raged, and 
afterward. Asked Tuesday if there was 
anything people could do to help, she 
said, “If everyone would send me three 
listings that would help.” 

Ms. Cutter also made it to Town 
Meeting Monday night, while contrac- 
tors were boarding up her home. 

“Well, I wanted to vote for the senior 
center because I think the town needs 
it,’ Ms. Cutter said. 


Ms. Cutter has owned and lived in 
the 11-room house since 1981. It had 
been a two-family at one time, but was 
converted back to a single-family 
house in the 1930s . She is now is stay- 
ing with her mother, who lives on Lin- 
coln Street.

By Neil Fater 
uring Susan Dalton’s final 
Ds Committee meeting, Tina 
Girdwood, chairwoman, handed 
her a blue package wrapped with a 
gold ribbon. Inside was a T-shirt, Say- 
ing “Been there. Done that.” 

Maybe the shirt was half right. 

As an elected official for 21 years, 
Ms. Dalton has certainly been there, 
but she says she’s not done yet with 
town affairs. In fact, before she left the 
School Committee she told the superin- 
tendent she was pursuing an alternate 
way to handle overcrowding. 

This Monday, she spoke at Town 
Meeting against the proposed senior 
center location. 

“I might be off a board but I’m not 
going to disappear,” Ms. Dalton said 
recently. 

In a lengthy interview with the 
Townsman, Ms. Dalton looked back on 
her years in office and talked about her 
concerns for the town and the schools. 

The former School Committee and 
Board of Selectmen chairwoman is 
worried about expanding the town’s 
sewer system, negotiating a new teach- 
ers’ contract, and making adequate 
plans for the town’s future, she said. 

But she seems particularly con- 
cerned that in the interest of working 
together, officials may stop asking 
each other tough questions and having 
healthy disagreements. 

“This consensus business is crazy. 
We don’t live in a consensus democra- 
cy. We live in a democracy democra- 
cy,” she said. “That’s cuckoo. Why 
would everyone agree on everything 
that happens?” 

Ms. Dalton indicates she doesn’t feel 
it’s in the best interest of the town for 
committee members always to agree, 
and thus bring home 5-0 votes. 

“No five people can agree on every 
Single thing all the time,”she said. 

“If consensus building means we’ll 
have mature, respectful discourse, 
fine, but that’s not what consensus 
building means,” said Ms. Dalton. “If 
not agreeing with someone becomes a 
cardinal sin in this town, what are we 
asking the town to be? Blandover? 
That’s what the kids call it.” 

Ms. Dalton doesn’t want those kids 
to grow up in a town where people are 
afraid to say, “There’s something 
wrong here.” 

“As an adult I see too many people 
who are standing on the sidelines 
watching the parade go by and not say- 
ing, ‘The emperor has no clothing,’ ” 
said Ms. Dalton. “I don’t think that is 
how a community runs.” 

Getting into politics 

Perhaps the biggest difference 
between the way the Andover commu- 
nity runs today and the way it was 
when Ms. Dalton first ran for office in 
1976 is that now “people aren’t sup- 
posed to say ‘The emperor has no cloth- 
ing,’ ” said Ms. Dalton. 

Another difference is that Susan 
Dalton wasn’t Susan Dalton then. She 
was Susan Poore. 

Here’s how she got into politics: 
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Susan Dalton 


With both of her parents not doing 
well, Susan Poore, her first husband 
and their children returned to 
Andover in 1974, she said. 

Within a year or so, the town 
announced it was looking to appoint 
someone to fill a vacated selectman’s 
seat and Ms. Poore dashed off a letter 
describing herself. 

“My mother didn’t want me to run 
for office because it was so rough and 
tumble,” said Ms. Dalton. 

“I wasn’t asked to fill the vacancy 
and (it was) no big deal. Never gave it a 
moment’s thought,” she said. 


But if she didn’t, someone else did. 
Ms. Dalton said she got a call before 
Christmas, 1975, while she was sitting 
at her sewing machine “desperately 
trying to complete two flannel robes 
for my boys.” 

The call came from Alan French, a 
selectman who asked her to run for the 
board. The future Ms. Dalton’s 
response was to tell him, more or less, 
if you don’t mind I’m trying to finish 
some robes here. Mr. French said he’d 
try calling again after New Year’s. 

“Typically abrupt Susan,” Ms. Dal- 
ton laughed at the memory. “The feel- 
ing is, as you hang up the phone, if he 
calls me, fine; if he doesn’t, fine.” 

Mr. French did call again and Ms. 
Poore decided she liked the idea of 
someone her age involved in town poli- 
tics. 

She made her first run for office dur- 
ing the country’s bicentennial and felt 
fireworks. 

“It was kind of a fun time. That was 
a fun time for my kids to get intro- 
duced to politics,” she said. “As a 
result, none of them are interested in 
politics at all. I think they got too big a 
dose too soon.” 

With her children handing out liter- 
ature in different neighborhoods, Ms. 
Poore went to enough coffee and wine- 


and-cheese meetings to wire, drug and 
choke a horse. 

“I can remember going to people’s 
houses, sometimes two a night, to the 
point where it was, what time is it, 
what day is it, what’s my name,” said 
Ms. Dalton. 

But issues were what drove political 
discussion then, said Ms. Dalton. She 
believes that has changed over the 
years. 

“People began to be much more per- 
sonality focused” as time went on, she 
said. 


Changes 

Ms. Dalton seems to feel this was 
particularly noticeable during her last 
School Committee term when she, 
Dick Muller and Lloyd Willey held a 
majority. 

“The last time there was a conserva- 
tive threesome on the Andover School 
Committee was the early ’70s,” she 
said. “For 20 years there had been 
nothing but a liberal control of the 
committee and suddenly you put three 
people who are in control of the com- 
mittee and the town is up in arms.” 

Ms. Dalton said she felt horribly 
about the way Mr. Muller was bounced 
from office when he ran for re-election. 
She said he was almost single-handed- 
ly responsible for negotiating a new 
teachers’ contract and was instrumen- 
tal in getting the funding for the $40.5 
million school construction project. 

“T’ve never seen a guy work so hard 
or work so long and kind of get trashed 
for all the wrong reasons,” she said. 

Ms. Dalton said there was a negative 
phone campaign started during Mr. 
Muller’s bid for re-election. 

“I wondered what happened in those 
20-some-odd years” since she first ran 
for office, she said. 

At the time, some people were upset 
with the committee because they felt 
ignored by the committee’s majority, 
they said. Community members 
couldn’t get answers about why popu- 
lar principal Sam Campbell was asked 
to leave, and then the committee insti- 
tuted a three-minute-per-citizen rule to 
limit discussion and speed up meet- 
ings. Shortly thereafter, some people 
charged committee members with 
choosing Andover’s next superinten- 
dent before listening to the entire com- 
munity, when the committee immedi- 
ately selected Dick Neal at the end of 
an open forum soliciting public opin- 
ion. 


Ms. Dalton maintains she always lis- 
tened to people. Some people just seem 
to confuse the concepts of not agreeing 
with someone and not listening to 
someone, she said. 

“IT don’t think anyone will be able to 
convince me that I don’t listen to peo- 
ple. I listen to them on the phone, I 
read my mail, I listened to them at 
meetings,” she said. “That you don’t 
agree with that to me is not the issue. I 
don’t expect everybody in the town of 
Andover to agree with me. 

“Politics is very interesting and it’s

not for the faint-of-heart,” she said. “I 
rejected that out of hand because it’s 
not true. Listened I did, agreed I did 
not.” 


True confessions 

While some School Committee and 
selectman’s meetings may have been 
tense and draining, Ms. Dalton said 
there were plenty of fun moments too. 

But she would like to come clean 
about one practical joke that went 
awry. 

Back when Ms. Dalton was still a 
selectman, the town was debating 
whether Andover should spray insecti- 
cide to control its mosquito population. 
The bug boggle was one of the big 
items at that year’s Town Meeting. 

Although some selectmen weren’t 
crazy about the idea and Bob 
McQuade, public works director, had 
advised against it, Selectman Janet 
Lake was extremely enthusiastic about 
the article. 


Because the selectmen at that time 
seemed to enjoy a good joke, one mem- 
ber decided to put a can of mosquito 
repellent on Ms. Lake’s seat at Town 
Meeting, said Ms. Dalton. 

Well, when Ms. Lake came onto the 
stage and saw the can she was infuriat- 
ed. She sat down next to Ms. Dalton, 
leaned over, and let her know that she 
was ticked off at whoever had done 
this. 


“She’s flipping out that someone 
would think she would find this amus- 
ing,” said Ms. Dalton. 

Ms. Dalton just sat there quietly and 
listened to her blow off steam. 

“I don’t know if Janet Lake knows 
this. I’m responsible for the can of 
mosquito spray that was on her chair 
at Town Meeting,” said Ms. Dalton. 
“She let it be know that she didn’t find 
it funny someone did this. So I was pre- 
cluded from telling her. There’s true 
confessions for you. I never expected 
her to be so angry.” 


Gold star 

Ms. Dalton said she often did under- 
stand why people were angry with the 
School Committee. Because children 
are directly affected by the committee’s 
decisions, Ms. Dalton said there’s “a 
layer of emotionalism” with School 
Committee issues that one doesn’t find 
with most selectmen concerns. 

But Ms. Dalton said she had a policy 
that she used throughout her 21 years 
in elected office - She would always 
research an issue, make an informed 
decision, and stick to what she 
believed was right. 

“IT realized that what was important 
was that you had to be true to what you 
considered to be your process. And I 
always did that,” she said. “Being true 
to yourself is important. 

“People come up to you and say, ‘I 
don’t always agree with you, but I 
think you’re a good elected official.’ 
That’s the best. That’s the best. To me, 
that’s like giving me a gold star.”

raise the bulk of the $4 million they 
estimate it will cost to build their 
desired 27,000 square foot senior cen- 
ter. They have said local businesses 
will donate money once the town 
showed a commitment to the seniors. 

“The $4 million is a very attainable 
figure,” Paul Salafia, Council on Aging 
member, told Town Meeting. “We will 
not break ground unless we have $4 
million.” 

In a letter to the Townsman Tues- 
day, Rita Carrier, treasurer of the 
seniors fundraising group, the Friends 
of the Andover Senior Center, reaf- 
firmed Town Meeting’s support should 
make fundraising easier. 

“We had been struggling to make 
progress with our plans for a new cen- 
ter without having the town’s backing. 
Major contributors wanted proof (the 
town) shared our concerns, and that 
land was available as a site for our 
building,” wrote Ms. Carrier, of Vir- 


ginia Road.

the coming months,” she wrote. “With 
the proposed site, the Friends of the 
Andover Senior Center will begin seri- 
ous fund-raising efforts.” 

The seniors believe they can attain 
$600,000 from a state grant, and the rest 
of the money they need from business- 
es and other corporations. 

At Town Meeting, the seniors 
received support from several groups, 
including members of the Youth Coun- 
cil who handed out supportive fliers 
before Monday’s meeting. 

Sometime selectmen rivals Larry 
Larsen and Bill Downs both supported 
the land transfer and the approval of 
$500,000. 


“As you know, Bill Downs and I 
often don’t agree but we’re rock solid 
on this particular motion. Part of it is 
the heart,” said Dr. Larsen. “But sec- 
ondly, it’s because it’s good solid busi- 
ness.” 


Dr. Larsen urged residents to reject 
a Finance Committee amendment that 
suggested approving only $300,000, an 
amount Don Schroeder, Finance Com- 
mittee chairman, said would be suffi- 
cient for planning purposes. 

“This is a very important moment 
for the very soul of Andover,” said Dr. 
Larsen. “I urge you to vote down this 
motion.” 


Residents did reject the amendment 
with a hand vote, before approving the 
total sum of $500,000 by a convincing 
margin of 984 to 54. The land transfer 
passed with a hand vote moderator 
Jim Doherty did not think needed to be 
counted.

schools,”Dick Neal, superintendent, 
said after the vote. “It’s a change but 
it’s (educationally) sound.” 

Despite such assurances, some par- 
ents of young children still aren’t con- 
vinced school officials have studied 
sufficiently the educational impact of 
placing fifth-graders in a middle school 
with older children. 

Monday’s 653-210 vote came after 
Jim Doherty, Town Meeting modera- 
tor, squelched an amendment asking 
officials to continue studying other 
options besides building a middle 
school for grades 5 to 8. Mr. Doherty 
indicated he did not allow the amenda- 
ment because the original article did 
not specifically state the money will be 
used for a 5-8 middle school. 

However, using the money to plan 
for a 5-8 middle school was and 
remains the School Committee’s inten- 
tion. The three most experienced 
School Committee members all indicat- 
ed this week they don’t believe the 
committee will rethink its recent deci- 
sion. 

“We’re never going to do it right for 
all the people in the community. As far 
as we’re concerned we went through 
the process of pursuing all the 
options,” said Tina Girdwood, School 
Committee chairwoman. “The short 
answer is, no, we don’t see relooking at 
that decision. I’m just giving my opin- 
ion.” 

Before the recent town election, the 
committee voted 5-0 to support Mr. 
Neal’s recommendation to build a new 
5-8 middle school. This decision was 
based, in part, on information present- 
ed by a Space Needs Advisory Commit- 
tee that held two public forums. 

“The 5-to-8 vote and the other 
options have already been raised and 
been considered over the last six 
months,” said Eric Nadworny, commit-

tee secretary. “I think the committee’s 
committed to move ahead based on a 
vote that it took. 

“I don’t think the School Commit- 
tee’s going to go ahead blindly,” said 
Mr. Nadworny. “But at the same time I 
think that the focus is now on trying to 
see what kind of structure meets those 
needs.” 

“There are many successful public 
schools throughout the country that 
have this (5-8) configuration. While it 
may be unique and new to the commu- 
nity of Andover, it is not unique and 
new to lots of communities like ours,” 
said David Birnbach, committee mem- 
ber. 

Mr. Birnbach and other officials 
said the school department will wel- 
come input from parents regarding 
how to best structure the 5-8 schools for 
their children. 

“I think we plan on talking to the 


people about the 5 to 8 decision and 
why it makes sense to Andover,” said 
Mr. Birnbach. “The make-up of the 
School Committee is very intent on 
continuing to gather feedback from the 
community and always looking for 
new ideas that may come forward from 
the dialogue.” 

“I think there will be opportunities 
for people to be part of the planning 
process,” said Mr. Neal. 

Designing 5-8 schools 

One of the ideas in which the school 
department seems interested is struc- 
turing the schools so that fifth- and 
sixth-grade students are clustered in a 
different area than the seventh- and 
eighth-grade students. School officials 
believe this can be done in Doherty and 
West Middle schools without large- 
scale renovations. 

“There are a number of ways you 
can do it. You’re already doing it when 
you have teaming” as Andover does, 
said Vicki Simms, West Middle School 
principal. 

“Actually we understood through 
the administration that the (existing) 
schools are structured now so that 
configuration will work,” said Mr. 
Nadworny, School Committee secre- 
tary. “It is something that is doable 
and doable without major renovation 
to the schools.” 

Ms. Girdwood said she believes the 
necessary changes could probably be 
handled through the capital improve- 
ment plan and Andover’s annual oper- 
ating budget. 

Town Meeting arguments 

Mr. Neal told Town Meeting that a 
change is necessary because elemen- 
tary- and middle-school population pro- 
jections are much higher now than 
they were just a few years ago. 

He told Town Meeting that all of 
Andover’s regular elementary and 
middle schools are already over their 


recommended capacity, according to 
the mid-point of the School Committee 
class-size policy. 

Officials say the elementary and 
middle school overcrowding problem 
is serious enough that it will probably 
require eight temporary modular class- 
rooms to be attached to existing ele- 
mentary schools while the new middle 
school is being built. 

However, a new graph displayed at 
Town Meeting showed that if a new 5-8 
school is built, each of Andover’s 
schools will be below their recom- 
mended capacity through the year 
2009, according to the mid-point of the 
School Committee class-size policy. 

Still, some residents wanted to make 
sure Andover finished one project — 
namely, the troubled Andover High 
School job — before starting another. 

“Until the lid on this Pandora’s box 
is closed, not another nickel should be 
spent on planning” for another school, 
said Alan Greene, of Ellsworth Road. 

John Baker, of South Main Street, 
wanted to make sure that officials “not 
focus on ostentation but on education.” 

Other residents remained concerned 
that it was not an educational issue 
that caused the need for a 5-8 school 
and they asked the town to avoid com- 
mitting to a 5-8 school until the educa- 
tional impact was studied in more 
detail. 

While Mr. Neal maintains 5-8 middle 
schools are superb educationally, he 
has admitted it was a lack of classroom 
space that drove the schools’ study of 
this issue. 

“This concerns me greatly because I 
see once again the cart going before the 
horse,” said Jonathan Samel, Sugar- 


bush Lane. “As everyone in this town 
knows, once we commit to this $200,000 
no one will have the guts or the ability 
to stop the train from going down the

Five questions to ask 
before renting a car 


Joe Smith learned a costly lesson 
When his_ rented minivan was 
sideswiped in a parking lot. Only when 
he returned it to the rental counter did 
he realize that he was responsible for the 
several hundred dollars in damages. 

As this year’s vacation season begins, 
if you’re planning to rent a car, don’t fail 
to call your insurance company and ask, 
“Am I covered for any damage to a 
rental car and any third party liability? 
Exactly what does my policy cover.” 

Had Smith taken the time to call his 
insurance company, he would have 
kriown that his car insurance policy did 
not cover him in a rented vehicle. Fur- 
ther, he may not have declined to pur- 
chase a damage waiver or additional lia- 
bility coverage while he was at the 
rental counter. Had he called his credit 
card company, he would have found that 
his credit card didn’t offer free collision 
protection aS some premium cards do. 

Not only was Smith stuck with the 
cost of repairs, he was also out the rental 
revenue the company lost while repairs 
were being made. 

All car rental companies will hold you 
responsible for any damage done to the 
vehicle while it is in your possession, 
whether it’s a parking lot ding or a 
major collision caused by a negligent 
driver. 

Here then are five important ques- 
tions to aSk your insurance carrier or 
credit card company before you step up 
to the rental counter. 


1. Does my personal auto insurance 
policy cover any damage to a rental car? 

2. Does my personal homeowners pol- 
icy cover the theft of my personal prop- 
erty from a rental car? 

3. Does it cover the theft of personal 
property belonging to a traveling com- 
panion if the property is stolen from the 
rented car? 

4. Does either my personal auto insur- 
ance, homeowners insurance or employ- 
ee medical insurance cover injuries 
from an accident in a rental car? 

5. Does my credit card cover me for 
any damages done to a rental car or any 
third party liability? 

Don’t drive unprotected under any 
circumstance. If you are not already cov- 
ered through an existing policy or 
charge card, buy the car rental compa- 
ny’s collision and liability insurance. 
These allow the renter’s financial 
responsibility for damage to the rented 
vehicle to be waived. There is generally 
a per-day charge for this option. 

Most car rental companies do not pro- 
vide primary liability with the rental. 
That means if you were involved in an 
accident, you would be responsible for 
any resulting third-party claims. Such 
claims for personal injury or property 
damage can be very sizable. 

Remember, ask questions before you 
get to the rental center. The worst time 
to consider your financial responsibility 
is at the rental counter with six people in 
line behind you. 


A popular option is to equip passen- 
ger seats with individual stereo head- 
sets, so these passengers can listen to 
whatever music they wish while the 
vehicle’s main stereo system enter- 
tains the others.

affordable units, who administers 
those units and “some details in terms 
of implementation that we need to 
address.”

Town Meeting voters approved $75 
million in budget appropriations Mon- 
day night with little fanfare other than 
a boisterous speech by Donal Coleman 
of 91 High St. 

Mr. Coleman took the opportunity 
to slam officials for allowing the High 


School construction project to run’ 


amok. He pushed for mediation and/or 
arbitration to resolve the lawsuit filed 
against the town by the contractor, and 
he offered an amendment to remove 
from the General Government budget 
proposal $75,000 for legal fees related to 
the project. 

Joanne Marden, a member of the 
Finance Committee, told voters that 


lawyers will be needed for the media- 


tion as well, and that the FinCom sup- 
ported the $75,000. 

Though Mr. Coleman received some 
applause, voters soundly rejected his 
amendment and approved the General 
Government spending as originally 
proposed. 

The only other change in the budget 
was a reduction in the assessment for 
Greater Lawrence Technical School, 
from $110,000 to $104,544. 

Fire overtime protest doused 

An attempt by the Finance Commit- 
tee to reduce overtime costs in the Fire 
Department budget proved to be in 


The $50,000 requested in Article 22 
for the tax voucher program for 
seniors and disabled residents was 
approved again Monday, and Select- 
man Gerald Silverman said he expects 
to request more money for this pro- 
gram in the future. 

Through this program, seniors and 
certain other residents are able to 
work in various town departments at 
$5 an hour for up to 50 hours, a total of

vain, as voters rejected a proposed 
amendment to cut it by $20,000. In Arti- 
cle 5, the town manager was looking to 
transfer $122,000 appropriated in this 
year’s budget for Public Works to the 
Fire Department to cover an overrun 
in overtime costs. 

The FinCom said the cost of operat- 
ing a second ambulance appeared to be 
driving up overtime, and proposed 
that the second ambulance might not 
need to be staffed at all times. 

Fire Chief Harold Wright countered 
that the additional ambulance does 
take overtime to staff, but that the 
extra funding is critical to maintain 
current service. He blamed some of the 
increase in overtime on coverage for 
firefighters who were out on long-term 
disability this year, and said it was not 
fair to blame those hurt in the line of 
duty. 

Voters rejected the FinCom’s 
amendment and approved the transfer 
as requested. 

During the discussion about the 
Fire Department overtime, Chief 
Wright said the ambulance involved *h 
a crash on North Street this past win- 
ter was totaled, but that the town’s 
insurance will cover nearly the entire 
cost of anew ambulance.

I was very disturbed to learn at the 
Shawsheen School open house for par- 
ents of prospective students, that there 
are no accommodations for children 
with physical disabilities. The Shaw- 
sheen School has many stairs through- 
out the building including, in some cas- 
es, Stairs within the classrooms to the 
bathrooms. There is no elevator 
between the three floors and no indoor 
ramps. 

When I inquired as to why there 
were no accommodations for children 
with physical disabilities, I was told: 1) 
it’s an old building so it hasn’t been 
legally forced to meet current building 
codes; and 2) Shawsheen School is a 
“choice” school for grades K-2 and all 
Andover students have the option to 
attend their neighborhood school. 

Let’s be clear — Shawsheen Elemen- 
tary is a “choice” school for children 
WITHOUT physical disabilities. Keep 
in mind this includes permanent as 
well as temporary disabilities such as a 
broken leg. 

It is irresponsible for the town of 
Andover to ignore this problem, and 
even worse to rationalize discrimina- 
tion, especially when it affects our chil- 
dren.

EPA credits 
may be purchased by ANP to allow this 
plant to exceed EPA limits for these 
pollutants. This plant may pollute our 
water; the extent of effects on Haggetts 
Pond and the Merrimack River will be 
clarified as plant specifications are 
detailed. This plant may create noise 
pollution for nearby residents and this 
plant may cause large quantities of oil 
and hazardous chemicals to be trans- 
ported on our roadways. 

Over 100 residents of Dracut, 
Methuen and Andover attended a pub- 
lic forum on April 9, addressing ques- 
tions to an ANP vice president and the 
Dracut selectmen. Further discussions 
are anticipated. 

Selectmen Larson, Major and Silver- 
man and Town Planner Steve Colyer 
have all shown their concern over this 
issue by attending meetings on the sub- 
ject. The Eagle Tribune and the Lowell 
Sun have given this story prominent, 
often front page, coverage. The Quail- 
crest Homeowners Association has 
been monitoring the situation and is 
now forming a citizens group, the 
Coalition of Andover Residents for the 
Environment (CARE) to oppose the 
plant’s construction. 

We hope the residents of Andover 
will coalesce in opposition to the possi- 
ble location of a power plant where it 
may have such a detrimental impact on 
our community.

This is to inform people about efforts 
to have the new bridge over Route 93 at 
River Road incorporate a good bicy- 
cle/pedestrian path design. 

On Jan. 21 the 25-percent design 
hearing was held by the state (the first 
chance citizens had to view the plan 
and make comments.) The plan includ- 
ed a sidewalk on one side of River Road 
which, part way along, crosses River 
Road and goes the rest of the way on 
the other side - a minimal “token” type 
plan.

Public Works Superintendent Bob 
McQuade, responding to the concerned 
citizens at the hearing, worked to get 
the state engineers to try some innova- 
tive designs, to no avail. An informa- 


tional meeting (design now 75 percent 
complete) was held March 18. The 
design was much the same. The chief 
engineer gave three reasons - all of 
which I believe could be refuted — for 
not proposing a different design. 

A state law (HB 1940) passed last 
May, the Massachusetts Pedestrian 
Plan and the Massachusetts Bicycle 
Plan now being formulated, designs 
already in use in the Netherlands and 
other countries and in other parts of 
the United States could serve as inspi- 
ration and models - but it’s hard to 
make old dogs learn new tricks. 

Andover Planner Steve Colyer and 
Bob McQuade have proposed some 
alternative bicycle connector through 
industrial areas to Chandler Road and 
possibly even a bicycle/pedestrian 
overpass over Route 93 connecting the 
cul-de-sacs of Old River Road (cut in 
two when Route 93 was built). These 
efforts are commendable and most wel- 
come, and they should be encouraged 
to continue. But they are an inade- 
quate, though now a very desirable, 
substitute for a safe bicycle/pedestrian 
way over the new bridge.

For the soul 
of Andover 


Planning was the operational word 
Monday, at the first night of Town Meet- 
ing. Voters were in a generous mood. 
They were willing to support senior citi- 
zens’ requests for the land behind Doher- 
ty Middle School as a site for a new 
senior center, as well as an appropria- 
tion of $500,000 toward planning and 
building such a center. Voters also 
approved a zoning bylaw change to pave 
the way for more senior housing options. 

In addition, voters approved the 
$200,000 appropriation to fund plans for a 
new middle school. 

It was promises — from town officials 
and volunteers — to plan well and thor- 
oughly that seemed to make residents 
willing to be cajoled into facing another 
school building project. Officials and 
school supporters were nervous coming 
into Town Meeting, asking for funding 
for yet another school building project 
when the troubled Andover High School 
project has caused so many headaches. 

Many parents are worried “we are 
going to be putting fifth-graders in jeop- 
ardy,” as Cynthia Katz said from the 
floor of Town Meeting. The new middle 
school and our other middle schools, 
apparently, will have a grades 5-8 config- 
uration, and some parents aren’t com- 
fortable with their fifth-grader rubbing 
shoulders with eighth-graders during the 
day. 

Those parents’ fears need to be 
addressed. Officials trained in adolescent 
psychology, as well as architects who 
will plan the physical configuration of a 
new middle school should listen to and 
address those concerns. 

Voters sent a message of caring and 
valuing students as well as our older res- 
idents at Monday’s meeting. Seniors 
clearly will have a new center some time 
in the future. 

Now it’s time to roll up our sleeves 
and to plan meticulously for a middle 
school that will satisfy our needs and be 
built with as few snafus as possible, and 
for a senior center that will be adequate 
for our older residents’ needs as well as 
the rest of the community - since seniors 
have promised to share the new center. 

The votes for students and seniors 
were good for the soul of Andover, to 
paraphrase one voter.

Elm Street Automotive 


Elm Street Automotive is cele- 
brating its 25th anniversary this year 
— 25 years of providing Andover resi- 
dents with friendly, top-quality auto- 
motive service. 

When Ron Abraham opened his 
garage at its original location, 15 Elm 
St., in January of 1972, the energy 
crisis with its long lines at the pumps 
hadn’t happened. The big cars of the 
50s and 60s were the norm. Cars 
were since downsized, and have now 
bounced back to intermediate and 
even full-size again. 

Mechanics has changed, too. 
Where a lot of trouble shooting was 
done “by the seat of your pants,” 
according to Ron, numerous electron- 
ic components in today’s cars require 
computer diagnostics. Foreign cars, 


the exception in 1972, are now the 
rule. Fuel injection systems have 
replaced carburated engines. 
Pollution controls have crowded the 
area under the hood, restricting 
access and requiring specialty tools 
for many jobs. 

Even towing has changed. The 
simple sling of the old tow trucks has 
been replaced with today’s advanced 
wheel-lift designs and flat beds to 
handle complicated four-wheel and 
all-wheel drive assemblies. 

Environmental concerns and 
laws have also changed. “Everything 
that was a disposable item at one 
time you have to recycle now,” says 
Ron. 

Elm Street now uses technology 
to recycle antifreeze right at the 


garage for re-use, reducing the 
amount of waste and the cost of dis- 
posal. Other systems capture freon 
from air-conditioning systems to 
keep it from dissipating into the 
atmosphere.
